Before | even begin this column, | would like 
to offer a personal disclaimer 

As a sports journalist and as a person, I have 
never had, nor will I ever have anything against 
female athletes, or fernale athletic teams 

Thus is merely a message to certain groups and 
Organizabons to keep their business where itshould 
be, and that place is nowhere near CSU athletics 

I feel there is something very wrong forming 
within the NCAA conceming the issue of gender 
equality in intercollegiate athletics 

Mhe Califomia chapter of the National Organi 
zauon tor Women fileda suitagainst the California 
State University system in February 1993 seeking 
compliance with 17-year old state gender equality 
laws 

The suit resulted in an agreement, which came 
in the form of 4 consent decree essenually staung 
that CA NOW would decide how many male 
athletes there will be in companson to female, and 
how the universiies’ athleuc budgets would be 
allocated 

he agreement states that by the school year 

1998-99, the California State University 
provide equal opportumimbes to female and male 
NCAA eligible athletes.” In domg this, each un 
versity would be forced to keep the number of 
female athletes within a 5 percent margin of the 
total femaie populavon of the school. This means 
for example, since 54 percent of the total popula 
bon at Sacramento State is female, at least 49 
percent of its athletes must be female 

Some universities throughout the state are al 
ready feeling the results of this agreement 

San Francisco State recently cut their football 
program to basically “get nd” of those male ath 
letes, and the cost of foothall, cutting the margin to 
fear the pout at which & must be to meet the 
requirements. SFSU has more changes to make 
before it reaches the requirement 

The agreement also states that the wal amount 
spent for athJeucs, including money used for schol 
arships, faculiues and road tops will be allocated 
equally with a 10 percent margin 

Now, maybe it’s pustme, but | don’t see why or 
how NOW gets the nght to go dabbling into the 
business of university athleuc programs 

| thought the point of this enure issue is an 
allempt to the imbalance of males to 
females in intercollegiate athleucs, One way to 
dissolve an issue of this type is definitely not to 
make it the issue. If the inital point is to equalize 
men and women, then quotas aren't the answer 

The money should be spent where it is deemed 
necessary and the athletes should be kept where 
they are needed. There is nothing stopping female 
athictes from paricipating in athletics, nor is there 
anything stopping the athleac departments from 
voluntarily allocating more scholarship money 
toward women, but forcing it upon the universities 
is just plain wrong 

Why has there never been any type of con 
certed effort to start female professional athleucs? 
If NOW has the power to put restnctions on the 
NCAA, why notforce the NBA to begin a profes 
sional women’s baskethall league, or force Major 
League Baseball to begin a softball branch’? Keep 
inmund, | only used softhall as an exam ple because 
that is the female equivalent to baseball on the 
college level. That comment was notimplying that 
women COukin’t play baseball 

There are many options in fang the imbalance 
without affecung other sports. This could be an 
incenuve for schools to start getting more spon 
sors, who may even be willing to give more to

| could understand universives offering more 
athleuc programs lor women, to minimize the 
imbalance, but that hasn't been done. | would like 
to see a women’s hockey team on campus, but that 
would never be considered

Thus ts all basically an atiempt by NOW to 
create a problem that never really existed 

By the way, where did all this legislabon 
corcermny athieves come un? These are the same 
people that are saving they are not going to fund 
athleucs anymore, so why are they trying tocontrol 
the money we do have?

The administration and ASI say that they 
will take care of the rule next year, Transfer 
students are an established part of this campus 
The residency rule was amended to current 
torm in 1993. According to research done by 
Mr. Lowden and myself, there are at least eight 
other carmpuses in the CSU system that have 
recognized the discriminatory nature of the 
policy and either do not enforce it or grant 
waivers to transfer students. It does not seem 
far-fetched to me, to think that maybe ASI 
should have pushed the administration to change 





change their stance on the rule earlier. In that 
respect, they have been extremely unrespon- 
sive to the needs of a full 60 percent of the CSUS 
population. 

I do not wish to, at this time, consider 
whether Mr. Henderson’s “Bo Jackson” com- 
parisons were racially motivated. However, if 
he wished to make an analogy between Mr 
Lowden and a combination of athletics and 
politics, he could have used examples such as 
Jack Kemp, Bill Bradley, and Steve Largent. If 
his attempt was to make the point that Mr 
Lowden was attempting to do two things at 
once (baseball and student government) just 
like Bo Jackson, then I suggest coming into 
1995, Mr. Henderson-Bo plays one sport now 
At the very least, Henderson owes an apology 
to Mr. Lowden 

I can assure the students of CSUS that there 
isnoconspiracy by Tony Lowden and myself to 
hijack or invalidate next month's election. I 
have no idea where Henderson gets his infor- 
mauion, but it was not from communication 
with us. As to whether Mr. Lowden will seek 
some form of judicial remedy Ido not know, but 
I will say this. If Tony Lowden or any other 
student on this campus feels that their nghts 
have been violated, they have a Constitution 
ally-protected nght to seek justice in the courts 
As for the “classic American battle cry-—taxa 
uon without representation cited by Henderson 
what would he prefer to call it?

Women’s Center 
concemed about advice 
Editor 
The staff at the Women's Resource 
Center 1s very concerned about the type 
of advice that ts being given in response 
to the rapes that have occurred on cam 
pus, We would like to comment on this 
advice and add some of our own 
We are disappointed with the one 
sidedness of the advice. Women are be 
ing asked to limit their behaviors by not 
walking alone at night and by staying in 
their rooms with their doors and win 
dows locked and their shades pulled 
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There are several problems with ‘ie 
nature of these suggestions. First, al- 
though itis not totally unheard of, wor.en 
are almost never responsible for com- 


mitting rapes. Therefore, if the represen 

tatives of Sacramento State insist on tak 

ing the approach of limiting people’s 
movements for safety, it seems more ap- 
propriate to pul restrictions on those who 
might commit this crime. In other words, 
rather than requesting women to live ina 
cage, perhaps they should be proposing 
curfews and off-limit areas for men 

(Please note that the Women’s Resource 
Center does not endorse either version of 
this strategy.) 

Second, this strategy of targeting 
women, instead of men, for rape preven 
tion does not require men to take respon 
sibility for their behavior. It implies that 
men are brutes and “can’t help them 
selves,” and therefore, women need to be 
responsible for men’s behavior, as well 
as their own, by not “tempting” them by 
their (women’s) mere unprotected pres 
ence (Men, you should be offended!) 

Third, this strategy is suggesting that 
rape can be prevented by not going to 
places where rapists hang out (i.e., be 
hind bushes and along dark pathways) 
Unfortunately, rapists are everywhere 
and they don’t look any different than 
iny other guy (there is no stamp on (heir 
foreheads proclaiming “RAPIST.” ) 

Twenty-five percent (that’s i in 4!) of 
all college women will survive a rape or 
an attempted rape during her lifetime. In 
over 50 percent of all rapes, and in 90 
percent of campus rapes, the victim 
knows her assailant. These numbers show 
us that it’s not the stranger on the street 
that women need to fear the most and 
protect themselves from 

What can we do about these very dis- 
tressing figures? First and foremost, we 
ask that men take responsibility for their 
own behavior, and get involved in rape 
prevention programs. On a group level 
men need to apply pressure to their peers 
to not engage in sexism or joke about 
sexual conquests 

On an individual level, one of the 
most obvious ways for men to begin tak 
ing responsibility in their personal lives 
iS LO listen to the women they are sexu 
ally involved with. When your date says 
‘No,” regardless of when she says it or 
how softly she says il, youmuststop. We 
know youcan doit, and justremember, if 

s against her will, it’s agaiast the law 

Also, remember that being under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs is not a 
defense for rape. If she’s drunk and can't 
tell you to stop, it’s sull rape. If he 
drunk and “doesn't know what he’s do 
ing,” it’s still rape 

Finally, we encourage everyone, men and 
women, to come by the Women's Resource 
Center, located in Room 3000 in the Student 
Service Center. We have several pamphlets 
and books dealing with sexual assault (as 
well as many other topics), and the staff 1s 
very supportive and willing to provide addi 
tional information as well as peer counseling
